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Much to Lieut. Gen. Schofield’s regret, there will be 
no coneentration of troops this summer for field ex- 
ercise. The state of the transportation fund will not 
permit of any extensive travel, and what concentration 
there is will be by troops whose stations are close 
enough to eack other to permit of their meeting through 
marching. Gen. Schofield has had before him during 
the past week the celebrated order of 1888, in relation 
to the concentration of troops and other data on the 
subject, together with a statement of the figures of the 
transportation fund. He has found, however, that 
much as he desires to revive the order of 1888, it is 
impossible under the present condition of the Army’s 
finances to do so. He has instructed Department Com- 
manders to do all they can to exercise their troops in 
the field during the coming summer without encroach- 
ing on the transportation fund. It is the intention of 
Gen. Schofield to carry out the policy which has been 
in vogue for years of detailing regular troops to par- 
ticipate with National Guard organizations in their sum- 
mer encampments. Two States have already applied for 
troops—Minnesota and Wisconsin. No action has yet 
been taken upon their requests, but they will undoubt- 
edly be granted. Other States are expected to prefer 
similar requests as summer approaches, and every ef- 
fcrt will be made by the authorities to comply with 
them. 


The War Department has at last heard from Lieut. 
Michael J. O’Brien, the Army officer who was sent to 
the Orient to witness and report upon military opera- 
tions in the Orient. Lieut. O’Brien has been mailing 
his reports to the United States, but they have been in- 
variably held in the Japanese postoffices, and despite the 
efforts of the State Department they have been effectu- 
ally buried until the present time. Strange as it may 
seem, the reports which have been received at the De- 
partment from this officer deal with the last part of 
the Japanese campaign, including the attack on Wei- 
Hai-Wei. No mention is made of the attack on Port 
Arthur, at which Lieut. O’Brien was present, nor of 
the other battles between the warring troops. It is 
supposed that these reports have been written and 
mailed, and now that peace has been declared will soon 
reach the Department. Lieut. Gen. Schofield declines to give 
the reports out for publication, explaining that they are 
made confidentially and must be so considered. It is 
learned, however, that the reports are splendid technical 
expositions ef the military operations they deal with, 
and reflect great credit on their author. Accompany- 
ing the reports are maps, etc., showing in detail the 
positions occupied by the hostile forces. 


The last crders for the delivery of the new magazine 
rifle to the infantry were made by the Ordnance De- 
partment of the Army on Monday last. With these or- 
ders the issue of theKrag-Jorgenson arm to the in- 
funtry was completed. The four regiments to be pro 
vided for in these orders were the Ist, 24th, 6th and 
sd. It is expected that they will all receive their arms 
by May 1. In addition to the arms themselves, each 
company was supplied with 6,300 ball cartridges, .30 
calibre; 2,000 blank cartridges, and 68 cartridge belts. 
‘To each company was issued 68 rifles. The total num- 
ber distributed was 15,750. The old Springfield rifles 
were turned in at the Springfield Armory, and the car- 
tridge belts and bayonet scabbards to the Rock Island 
Arsenal. Now that the infantry has been supplied, the 
Ordnance Department will turn its attention to arming 
the artillery and cavalry with the magazine carbine. 
The carbine is exactly similar to the Krag-Jorgenson 
rifle, except in the matter of length and a few other 
minor points. The Journal has already described the 
new weapon. It is expected that by the end of the 
present calendar year the entire Army will be supplied 
with it. 

A dispatch from Topeka, Kan., of April 12, says: 
“To-day Gov. Morrill appointed Col. J. W. F. Hughes 
Major General of the Kansas Nativnal Guard, vice 
ercy Daniels, resigned. Gen. Hughes is the National 
Guard officer whom the Populists court-martialed and 
cashiered for refusing to obey the order of Gov. Lew- 
elling to remove the Republican House from the Capi- 
tol Building by force. His appointment now removes 
the stigma from him, and is approved by every Repub- 
lean in the State of Kansas. Gen. Hughes has ac- 
cepted the appointment.” The Kansas Supreme Court 
afterward decided the Republican House to be the legal 
lawful House of Representatives. Gen. Hughes is a 
younger brother of Lieut. W. N. Hughes, 13th Inf., U. 
S. A. 


According to unofficial advices, which have reached 
the War Department, Brig. Gen. Ruger is making ex- 
cellent headway in his revision of the drill regulations 
for the various branches of the Army, which have been 
submitted to him. He is not doing anything in the way 
of a practical exposition of the manceuvres outlined in 
the regulations, as supervised by various boards, but is 
carefully editing them, and the Department authorities 
expect to see some great changes in them when he has 
completed his labors. Suggestions for changes in 
manceuvres are still pouring in at the War Depart- 
ment, and as fast as they are received they are re- 
corded and transmitted to Gen. Ruger for his considera- 
tion. 


The German Emperor has decided to have a printing 
press in the field for the purpose of printing Army ord- 
ers, etc. His Imperial Majesty was the first monarch in 
Burope to adopt a typewriter. 





It is extremely doubtful if a civil engineer will be as- 
signed to duty at the Navy Department to take the 
place of Civil Engr. Mordecai T. Endicott, during that 
officer’s absence in Nicaragua on the Nicaraguan Canal 
Commission. Mr. Endicott only expects to be absent 
six weeks or two months at the farthest, surveying the 
old line of the canal, and then the commission will re- 
turn to the United States and will prepare its report in 
Washington. Mr. Endicott will, therefore, probably be 
enabled to carry on the work connected with the report 
of the commission and his duties at the Department 
without any assistance. Maj. Wm. Ludlow, the Army 
member of the commission, is now in the United States 
and the commission will organize at once. It will go to 
Nicaragua in the Montgomery, which has been specially 
detailed for this duty. 


But few details of officers to act as instructors at 
National Guard encampments will probably be made 
this summer. Those officers now on duty with Gov- 
ernors of States will be expected to attend all encamp- 
ments, so that the personnel of the entire organization 
will probably not be much affected by details of this 
character. Almost one-third of the officers of the Army 
are now on detached service, and it is the opinion of 
the authorities that any more detachments will be seri- 
ously detrimental to the efficiency of the service. As 
it is now more officers are on duty with their troops 
than has been for some time past, and Secretary La- 
mont has been receiving much credit for the methods 
he has pursued of narrowing the number of officers on 
detached duty down to the smallest possible limit. 


Lieut. Gen. Schofield expects to leave Washington on 
May 16 on his tour of inspection of the military posts 
of the country. He has selected Maj. Sanger, Inspec. 
Gen.’s Dept., who was at one time his military aid, 
and Capt. Schofield, one of his military aids, to ac- 
company him on the trip. 


To correct the expensive habits and luxurious living 
of the 18th Uhlans, Kaiser Wilhelm has transferred 
them from Strasburg to Saarburg, one of the dullest and 
most inaccessible of German garrison towns, where they 
have no opportunity to spend money. 


NAVAL COURTS MARTIAL. 

We have received Navy Department G. C. M. Orders 
Nos. 14 to 21, inclusive. In only three of the eight cases 
do the proceedings meet the approval of the Secretary. 
The court of which Commdr. William T. Burwell, U. 8S. 
N., is President, and Ist Lieut. John A. Lejeune, U. 8. 
M. C., Judge Advocate, sentenced James Davies, coal 
passer, U. 8. N., to confinement and loss of pay for de- 
sertion. The reviewing authority holds that the evidence 
does not warrant the finding, absence without leave be- 
ing all that is proven. “The fact ot his having left the 
ship without permission, the duration of his absence and 
his reporting civilian’s clothes furnish presumptive evi- 
dence of such intent, but this presumptive evidence is 
negatived by the testimony of the accused himself in 
which he denies that he at any time intended to desert, 
by the fact that he placed himself in communication with 
the Bureau of Navigation during his absence, and that 
he vountarily delivered himself up.” The court recon- 
vened on March 9, 1895, and after maturely considering 
the remarks of the reviewing authority, adhered to the 
original finding and sentence. The proceedings, finding 
and sentence are approved, but in view of his statement 
and of the fact that he voluntarily gave himself up, the 
period of confinement with corresponding loss of pay is 
liot, a coal passer, tried by the same court, was sen- 
reduced from one year to six months. Thomas P. EI- 
tenced to two years confinement, with corresponding 
loss of pay, because of disobedience of orders and resist- 
ing arrest. The reviewing officer holds that the fact of 
drunkenness should have been taken into account as de- 
liberation of purpose and peculiar intent essential to the 
offense. His sentence is accordingly reduced one half. 

In the case of William Kerrigan, water tender, tried 
by a court of which Capt. Henry B. Robeson, U. 
S. N., is President, and Ist Lieut. Lawrence H. 
Moses, U. S. M. C., Judge Advocate, “The Department 
is of the opinion that the specification of the second 
charge is defective, in that the felonious intent on the 
part of the accused was not charged.” He was charged 
with “assaulting and attempting to kill another person 
in the Navy,” while resisting arrest for the offense of 
drunkenness, to which he plead guilty. The sentence to 
three years confinement has been mitigated to dishonor- 
able discharge. The sentence bestowed by this court 
upon Herman Ludwig, seaman, of three years for deser- 
tion, is reduced one-half. Also that of Patrick Keeley, 
private, U. S. M. C., sentenced for assault to two years 
by a court of which Comdr. William W. Reisinger is 
Dresident, and Ist Lieut. Joseph H. Pendleton, U. 8S. M 
C., Judge Advocate.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Col. A. W. Harman, father of Lieut. John A. Har- 
man, 6th Cav., Fort Myer, died April 9, at Richmond, 
Va., from typhoid fever, after a short illness. The re- 
mains were taken to Staunton, Va., for interment. 
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Maj. Gen. Alex. McD. McCook, who was promoted a 
Major General by the President some months ago, 
wholly on account of his distinguished services, will be 
retired April 22. The question of his successor is al- 
ready exciting discussion. Those in well informed 
circles are of the opinion that Brig. Gen. Merritt will 
be appointed Major General, though it is very gener- 
ally known that when Brig. Gen. Ruger was_in Wash- 
ington in December last, an intimation was given him 


that he would, as senior Brigadier General, se- 
cure this premotion. Although the President has 
neglected to fill the vacancy now existing § in 


the list of Brigadier Generals, caused by the promotion 
of Lieut. Gen. Schofield to his present grade, there is 
no doubt that he will fill the vacancy which will arise 
as a result of Maj. Gen. McCook’s retirement. As has 
been stated in the Journal, Col. Zenas R. Bliss seems to 
stand the best chance, and as the days pass by the 
opinion grows stronger that he will obtain the appoint- 
ment. 


The new forage cap is in the position of a foundling 
left on a door step, no one appears to be willing to as- 
sume responsibility for its paternity. The military goods 
dealers are willing to sell it, but without exception they 
rail at, and some of its sharpest critics are members of 
the board, to whom its selection was committed.

This decision did not greatly surprise the offi- 
ials, but it can be easily seen that if it had been the 
ther way the transportation fund would have soared 
toa yery high figure and there would be as many move- 
of troops as the authorities desire. The next 
wd played was in regard to travel over the Union 
Pacific road, but the result was equally disheartening.

Argument was made in the United States Supreme 
Court on ‘Thursday last in the case of Capt. M. L. John- 
om, U.S N., against David B. Sayre, appealed from the 
lireuit Court of the United States for ene Eastern Dis- 
trict of Virginia. Considerable interest has been ex- 
rited by this case in both Army and Navy circles, in- 
olving, as it does, the validity of trials by court mar- 
tial, and the right of the civil court to set aside the 
verdict of the Army and Navy courts whenever criminal 
nishment is inflicted. Sayre, it will be remembered, 
vas a clerk to a paymaster in the Navy on duty on 
ward the receiving ship Franklin. He was charged 
‘ith embezzling $2,000, was tried and sentenced to 
wo years’ imprisonment in the Boston Naval Prison, to 
th heavy fine, and to dishonorable discharge from the 
rvice. The defendant sued out a writ of habeas cor- 
ws, and Judge Hughes ordered his discharge upon the 
round that, although Sayre was in the naval service, 
* could not, in time of peace, be punished for the of- 
nse which he committe, by court martial or otherwise 
an an indictment by a Grand Jury, under the fifth 
nenadment to the Constitution; and also on the ground 
hat the sentence of the court martial was “cruel and 
msual,” and prohibited by the eighth amendment. 
‘ was claimed on behalf of the Navy that the court 
ad no jurisdiction, and erred in granting the applica- 
o for habeas corpus. The case is regarded as a 
st suit, and the Navy Department appealed, in order 
'get a ruling on the question from the United States 
u“preme Court. Lieut. Littleton Waller, who acted as 
dge advocate of the court martial, though not a law- 
tr, was permitted by the Supreme Court to make an 
tgument in the case. 





THE CASE OF MAJ. WHAM. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

No one will question that it is the duty of general 
courts martial, as well as the executive officers of the 
government to maintain a high standard of personal 
honor among officers of the Army and Navy, and when- 
ever a commissioned officer compromises the reputation 
of the service by engaging in any sort of fraudulent 
financial transactions, it is their function to see that 
adequate punishment overtakes the offender. But is 
there not some danger that in their eagerness and zeal 
to preserve the exalted character of the military profes- 
sion, members of such courts may sometimes entertain 
erroneous and exaggerated ideas of the demands of jus- 
tice, and by an undeserved impeachment of private char- 
acter, themselves commit a wrong? The specifications to 
the charge preferred against Maj. J. W. Wham, and up- 
on which he was convicted and sentenced to dismissal, 
do not of themselves constitute an offence against mili- 
tary law, or the Articles of War, nor under certain con 
ditions and circumstances do they even reflect discredit 
upon the public service. Maj. Wham was charged with 
the failure to satisfy a judgment of over $2,000 rendered 
against him by a civil court having jurisdiction within 
the State of New York, in a matter growing out of a 
business enterprise in which he engaged in his capacity 
as a private citizen, and which if the case is rightly un- 
derstood, had no connection with his official position as 
u paymaster of the Army, but was a liability incurred 
by him through the acts of a corporation or syndicate 
of individuals with which he was at one time identified. 
Now suppose that ever since the rendering of this judg- 
ment, however righteous it may have been, Maj. Wham 
has been insolvent, and for that reason alone unable to 
satisfy the claim. By what right does a military tri- 
bunal undertake to enforce the judgment of a civil 
court in the case of an insolvent debtor? The laws of 
the State of New York provide how such judgments 
shall be executed by levying on the property of the de- 
fendant or otherwise. If it had been proved by the testi- 
mony before the court martial that Maj. Wham had 
fraudulently concealed property that would satisfy a 
judgment, then the action of the military court in con- 
demning such a dishonest proceeding as “conduct unbe- 
coming an officer and a gentleman,” would be entirely 
justifiable and necessary for the preservation of the 
honor of the service, but if it was shown that Maj. 
Wham was actually insolvent, as is believed to be the 
truth, and destitute of all monetary resources other than 
his salary as an officer, it is difficult to see how the in- 
tegrity of the service could be involved or exposed to 
criticism by his failure to perform an impossible act. 

Does the mere fact of an indebtedness incurred as the 
result of an injudicious or unwise business investment, 
and the consequent inability to satisfy the judgment of 
a civil court, necessarily operate to disgrace and dis- 
honor an officer who in all other relations of life may 
have maintained the character of a gentleman of in- 
tegrity and honor? Would a similar act of omission to 
satisfy a judgment on the part of an officer of the legis- 
lative, judicial or executive departments of the govern- 
ment be attended by a similar punishment and forfeiture 
of rights? These are questions that vitally concern all 
men who may contemplate the pursuit of a military 
“areer, and if under such circumstances an officer is to 
suffer in reputation, and to be publicly disgraced, and 
deprived of his means of livelihood after years of ardu- 
ous service, it will be very likely in the future to dampen 
the ardor of those ambitious to serve as officers in the 
Army of the Republic. If the facts in the case under 
consideration are such as the writer believes them to be, 
the action of the President in mitigating the sentence, on 
the unanimous recommendation of the court, to a sus- 
pension on half-pay for nine years, only aggravates the 
injustice by diminishing the ability of the unfortunate 
officer to meet the financial obligation imposed on him 
by the civil court, and in reality operates as a punish- 
ment to the creditors of the officer, and it would seem 
mere merciful to allow the original sentence to stand 
rather than destroy all hope on the part of the accused 
of ever being able to redeem his reputation by the pay- 
ment of his just obligations. “JUSTICE,”

Because a new departure fails in some minor purticular 
should we taboo all attempts at advancement in this 
direction, return to our rut, and resolve to stay there 
forever more? We will cease to be one of the leading na- 
tions when we accept such methods.

We have received photographs of a number of in- 
signias for caps aud shoulder straps adopted by the 
War Department for many of the corps of the army. 
There are four corps, insignias for which have not yet 
been selected. These are the Pay, Subsistence, Medical 
and Quartermaster’s Department. The departments 
have all been requested to submit designs and they will 
be considered by the Board on changes and those meet- 
ing with the approval of the Secretary of War will be 
adopted. The Subsistence department recently sent out 
inquiries to its ofticers asking them for ideas as to the 
insignia to be adopted by the corps. In some cases, a 
sheave of wheat has been suggested, while in others 
the horn of plenty and other appropriate designs have 
been submitted. Several oflicers suggested that the 
corps do away with an insignia altogether. A plurality, 
however, urged the adoption of a crescent, similar to 
that worn by the commissary sergeants, to be silvered. 
It has been recommended that this design be adopted. 
No» action has yet been taken on the recommendation, 
The Medical corps is greatly divided on the insignia 
question. Many ask that a red cross, rimmed with 
gold, be adopted, but this is opposed by others who be- 
lieve that it is not sufliciently military in character. It 
has been recommended to the Secretary that this design 
be adopted, but nothing definite has been decided upon. 
The Quartermaster General's Department recently pro 
posed that in place of an insignia the letters “\,. G, D." 
be used, but so much opposition developed to this pro- 
position that it has been withdrawn and the officials are 
all at sea on the subject. Nothing has yet been de- 
cided upon for the Pay Department. It is expected 
that within a week or so the whole question will be 
definitely settled. 


Another Indian company has been disbanded. This 
time it is Troop L of the 8th cavalry, composed of 
twenty-eight men. Orders for its disbandment were 
issued on Thursday last. With this disbandment of 
this troop, only two other organizations of Indians are 
left in the service. These are Co. I of the 12th in- 
fantry and Troop L of the 3rd cavalry. It is the in- 
tention of the authorities to change Co. 1 of the 12th 
into Co. 1 of the 10th infantry. ‘The company is now 
stationed at Fort Still, where the 10th infantry is quar- 
tered, and it was thought advisable to change the num- 
ber cf the regiment so as to make it conform. It is the 
expectation of the War Department officials that Troop 
L, of the 3rd will be discharged before July 1. 

Orders were issued on Thursday last by the War De- 
partment for the retirement of Lieut. J. Wilson, 5th 
infantry, who is now confined in St. Klizabeth’s insane 
asylum, and has been there for a couple of months, 
He was recently examined by a board of medical ofti- 
cers and it was upon its findings that the department 
issued the orders to-day for his retirement. 

Brig. Gen. Daniel W. Flagler, chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance has returned to Washington from his inspec- 
tion trip of a number of arsenals in the southern States. 
He is very well satisfied with the result of his inspec- 
tion, 

Surg. Gen. Sternberg, of the Army, is expected to return 
to Washington from his inspectivn trip the latter part 
of this month. 

The exercises in the riding hall at Fort Myer have 
concluded for the winter, and Col. Gordon, the com- 
manding oflicer, has issued an order to the officers and 
men at the post stating that he has every reason to 
be proud of the progress and skill accomplished in horse- 
manship. “The state of proficiency arrived at,” he 
adds, “has been pronounced superior to any in the 
country, and our men are considered the most daring 
and wonderful riders in the world by gentlemen who 


have seen the riders of all lands and who are thus 
mest competent to judge.” 
Capt. Henry W. Howgate was again arraigned in 


court in Washington on Thursday last on three indiect- 
ments returned against him. Capt. Howgate pleaded 
not guilty to all. The indictments charge embezzlement, 
forgery and falsification of accounts. At the request of 
his counsel leave was given the defendant to withdraw 
his plea and demur, or file other motions attacking the 
validity of the indictments within two weeks time. 

The War Department has an interesting question to de- 
cide which is a precedent in its way. It has arisen over 
the appointment of a cadet from the First Congressional 
District of Minnesota. Cleon Emery and Ray Cornwell 
(altenate) passed the examinations, but Emery was re- 
jected on account of a defect in his eyes. Cornwell was 
also rejected because of an affection of his heart, but 
this affection was subsequently waived upon the recom- 
mendation of the Surgeon General, who decided that it 
was due to excitement at the time of the examination. 
Cornwell was —_ = admitted to the Academy. Af- 
ter the appointment Emery was examined by a board of 
optical experts, and his eyes were pronounced perfect. 
Iie now asks to be appointed, and has Representative 
Tawney interested in his case. Mr. Tawney has asked 
Secretary Lamont to order a re-examination of both 
candidates. 

The Bureau of Steam Engineering, Navy Department, 
has been informed of the shipment of the cylinder, piston 
and piston rod by the Dubuque Iron Works, for the 
torpedo boat Ericsson. These parts will replace those 
damaged during the trial trip of the vessel last Decom- 
ber. It is expected that they will be placed in position 
in time for the vessel to have another trial about the 
latter part of May. ° 

The Navy Departtnent on Thursday last sent to the 
Columbian Iron Works for signature the contract drawn 
up for the construction of the three torpedo boats, bids 
for which were opened in February last. It is expected 
that the contract will be signed by the firm at once. 
Upon its return to the Navy Department, Secretary 
Herbert will ratify it. It has been determined to send 
Assistant Naval Constructor George H. Rock to Balti- 
more as one of the inspectors of the work. An Engineer 
officer will also_be detailed.

The cupola of the guardhouse is missing. compan 
quarters shook so that the soldiers all left it and too! 
refuge with the others. Part of the roof is off, and 
the building is several inches out of plumb. ‘The iron 
flagstaff swayed and bent in the wind, but did not give 
wey. Windows were blown in in the officers’ quar- 
ters, and several houses are very much out of plumb. 
One soldier was struck in the back of the head by flying 
shingles and badly but not seriously injured. The parade 
ground was strewn with shingles and debris. The storm 
lasted about thirty hours, and made even the stoutest 
hearts quail, and it was with feelings of thanksgiving 
that the end of the storm was seen to go down with the 
sun. It will take considerable time and money to repair 
the damages done to the post. A newspaper report of 
the storm says: 

A fearful windstorm visited Fort Bliss April 5. About 
8 A. M. the wind commenced to blow a regular gale and 
kept increasing in velocity until at 10 A. ve the members 
of Co. H, Inf., were compelled to seek safety on the pa- 
rade ground, as the walls of the building began to give way 
and all Fl ag — 3 fell in. Fortunately none of the men 
were injured. About 1 P. M. the north end of the quarter- 
master’s store house collapsed, and at 3 P. M. the entire 
at gave way. At the time the north end fell in Post 
Q. M. Sergt. Douglas and Acting Q. M. Sergt. De Birney 
were in the am and it was miraculous that they were 
not instantly killed. However, neither was hurt. All the 
quarters of the non-commissioned staff are a total wreck. 
The loss is estimated at from $50,000 to $75,000. Too much 
praise, says a correspondent, cannot be bestowed on the 
officers in the emergency. They were to be found at every 
post of danger all through the day, and showed many kind 
attentions to the homeless families.

The proceedings, finding and sentence are approved. The 
Department Commander finds it difficult to express himself 
in such language of censure as shall affect the sensibilities 
of the accused, in view of the latter’s own estimate of his 
conduet, as indicated by his closing statement to the court 
in his defense.

NEW UNIFORM ORDER. 


G. 0. 22, April 12, 1896, H. Q. A., A. G. 0. 

By direction of the Secretary of War, the undress coat 
and the undress cap for all officers, except chaplains, and 
the undress cap for all enlisted men, are adopted according 
to the following general descriptions, and patterns in the 
otice of the Quartermaster General: 

Undress Coat. 

A single-breasted sack coat of dark blue cloth or serge 
with standing collar fastened with hook and eye; coat to 
close with a flap containing suitable concealed fastenings, 
the skirt to extend from one-third to two-thirds the dis- 
tunce from the hip-joint to the bend of the knee, accord- 
ing to height of wearer; cut to fit the figure easily; a verti- 
cal opening at each side of hip according te pattern; shoul- 
der straps and collar insignia to be worn. he coat to be 
trimmed with lustrous black mohair flat braid as follows: 
Edged all around the bottom, the front edges, the collar, 
and for 6 inches upward from the bottom along both side 
openings to the skirt, with braid 14 inches wide. This 
coat will be worn when full dress is not required. During 
the warm season post commanders may authorize this coat 
made of white duck or flannel, to be worn with white braid, 
but without shoulder straps or collar insignia. 

On undress duty a plain leather belt will be worn under 
the undress coat, the sword hook emerging through the 
opening of the coat on the left side. For field service, or 
when the pistol Is carried, the belt will be worn outside the 
undress coat when so directed by the commanding officer. 

The insignia for officers’ undress coats will be as follows: 

For all oflicers, the letters U. 8., Gothic design, of suit- 
able height, each followed by a_ period, embroidered in gold 
er made of gold or gilt metal, fastened to each side of the 
collar, 1 inch from its edge and midway of its height. 


For all officers of the staff corps and departments, their 
distinctive insignia, without wreath, 1 inch high, embroid- 
ered in gold or made of gold or gilt metal, fastened to each 
side of the collar about 5g inch from the letters U. 8. 

For all officers of the line, the recent forage cap orna- 
ment, 1 inch high, embroidered in gold or made of gold or 
gilt metal, fastened to each side of the collar, about % inch 
from the letters U. 8. 

Undress Cap. 

Of dark blue cloth, the diameter at the top slightly less 
than at the base, the height 3% inches all around; the 
seam around the top without a welt, and neatly stitched on 
each side. The band 1% inches wide, with welts projecting 
% inch at the top and bottom, the bottom welt % inch 
above the base of the cap. The visor of black patent leather 
bound with the same, and molded to shape, green under- 
neath, rounded and sloping downward from the horizontal. 
A rigid stiffening all around to extend frem the base of the 
cap to within 1 inch of the top, and a hair-cloth stiffening 
throughout the remainder of the sides and top; four black 
metal eyelets for ventilation, two en each side, placed above 
the band; a cap cord of gold bullion % of an inch in diam- 
eter, for the officers’ cap, and a chin strap, like the one now 
in use, for the enlisted men’s caps, secured at both ends by 
small regulation buttons, one on each side, immediately 
back of the ends of the visor. For general officers, a band 
of black velvet, and for all other officers, except chaplains, 
a band of lustrous black mohair braid filling the space be- 
tween the welts. The cap badge for officers and enlisted 
men placed in front so that the top of the badge will be 
ey below the top of the cap. 

The cap badge for all officers will be the coat of arms of 
the United States, embroidered in gold, modified according 
to pattern. 

So much of this order as refers to the undress coat and 
cap for efficers shall take effect on July 1, 1895; and that 
portion of it that relates to the undress cap for enlisted 
men on the Ist of January, 1896.

We give here ilustrations of the cap and the blouse 
authorized by this order. 
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The accompanying cut shows the side opening of the 
officers’ undress coat. The opening, as shown reduced 
in these drawings, is made of the exact size as shown in 
the pattern on file in the office of the Quartermaster 
General, viz.: Width from a to e, 2 inches; from a to 
¢ 3% inches; from ¢ to b, 6% inches. Height of but- 
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ton hole from bottom of coat, 5 inches. Width of braid, 
1 inch. The opening of the coat on the right side ex- 
tends only from b to c, as shown, and is provided with 
a concealed flap of corresponding length 1% inches wide. 
The opening extends from A to b uninterruptedly; from 
C to B the braid extends on the vertical opening. A-B, 


D.E represents the cloth flap. The buttonhole is shown 
on this flap a short distance (about a couple of inches) 
below C. ‘The button which fits in this buttonhole is on 
the underside of that part of the coat which is repre- 
sented by hatched lines as being thrown back, so as to 
expose in the drawing the flap represented in broken 
lines. When the sword-belt is worn, the flap is un- 
buttoned, and the seam is open from a to b. hen the 
sword-belt is worn, the flap button is used.

The commanding officer shall also be assisted 
by such assistant instructors from officers of the garrison 
as may be approved by the department commander. 

secondly—The president of the lyceum will prepare a 
carefully considered scheme of theoretical instruction, se- 
lected from the subjects enumerated in par. I. hereof, and 
assignments to courses of study will be made with special 
reference to the requirements of examinations for promotion. 

Field officers and captains over 50 years of age will not be 
required to participate as members of the lyceum in this 
part of the work excepting as it may be expedient to em- 
ploy them as assistant instructors.

Circular Letter. 
he following indorsement of this office, relative to the 
right of selection of the “kinds” of articles to be furnished 
for sales on requisitions from posts under Circular No. 1, 
Office Comy. Gen. of Subsistence, 1895, is published for the 
information of officers of the Subsistence Department, viz.: 
Par. 32, Circular No. 1, states that ‘‘Requisitions may call 
for any of the articles enumerated in par. 3, specifying the 
kinds desired as given in the table.’’ The kinds referred to 
are “canned,” “‘bottled,’’ “lemon,”’ “‘vanilla,’’ ete. In case 
of “notepaper, ordinary (not fancy, colored, usually shaped 
or stamped), two kinds, “good” or “best” quality, are au- 
thorized. Specific make or brands are not stated in the 
table. Proprietary articles should not be advertised for. 
For the information of the purchasing officer the Acting 
Commissary of Subsistence may indicate what is the prefer- 
ence at the i. for special brands, which articles may be 
purchased if other articles of suitable quality cannot be 
procured at lower price, but the Purchasing Commissary is 
the judge as to which is the ‘‘most suitable for the purpose 
intended.”” The “list of articles that are authorized to be 
kept on hand for sales’ ‘‘as staples,”’ differ in popularity at 
the various posts, the authorization to change brands from 
time to time, if no accumulation is caused thereby, has been 
given. (See par. 33.) The standard for articles of the ra- 
tion, however, should not be varied. The purchasing officer 
having selected a standard should make his purchases from 
articles equal in quality to such standard without regard to 
particular brands, unless it can be shown that the standard 
is inferior to what is suitable for the purpose. If individual 
tastes cannot be satisfied among the stores generally on 
hand, the opportunity is given any one to obtain such as he 
wishes by asking for them as exceptional articles. It is 
not desired that an assortment of ‘brands’ should be kept 
on hand at any post.

The Board of Bureau Chiefs of the Navy Depart. 
ment discussed for two hours on Tuesday last the plans 
for the new gunboats authorized by the recent Nava 
Appropriation act, which were made by Chief Navaj 
Constructor Hichborn. Opposition developed to the sai 
power which the plans called for, and the probabilitie 
are that this will not be incorporated in the final plans 
There is good reason to believe that the vessels will lx 
equipped with twin screws, will have a horse-power o/ 
about 750 and a coal bunker capacity of 200 tons. ly 
other respects, the plans met with the favor of th 
board. Mr. Hichborn’s ideas, as embodied in the plans 
for the protection of the bottoms of the proposed ships 
were well received and will not be departed from. Thy 
chief points of discussion in the plans for the propose 
battleships are the character of the turrets and th 
ealiber of the guns. As has been stated in the Journ: 
a strong effort is being made by the Naval Ordnan 
Bureau to have the double turret idea and 13-inch gu 
adopted by the Secretary. This is opposed by the Co 
struction Bureau and by the Secretary himself, wh 
favors 12-inch guns. The Ordnance Bureau has writ 
ten an elaborate argument on the advisability of t 
adoption of the double turret proposition, which ha 
been referred to the Construction Bureau for answer 
It is expected that the whole matter will be definitel 
settled within a few days. The plans will then go to th 
Board of Bureau Chiefs for discussion. Advertisement 
for the vessels will probably be issued about next Ni 
vember. 





















The decision of Secretary Herbert to build the to 
pedo boats authorized by the recent Naval Appropriati 
act, of 180 tons displacement, with a speed of 27 knots 
has already met with corsiderable opposition. It i 
pointed out that vessels of this tonnage are not larg 
enough to obtain this speed and furnish adequate a 
commodations to the men. Naval officers are conside 
ably disturbed by this conclusion. The Secretary will prob 
ably be asked to make some change in his decision. Th 
Bureau of Construction and Repair is proceeding wi 
its usual intelligence in the preparation of the plans, an 
strenuous efforts will be made to make comfortali 
quarters for the officers and crews of the proposed boat 


Two interesting tests of armor plate will shortly ta 
place at the Indian Head Proving Ground. An 18-inc 
Harveyized plate, representing the side armor for t) 
battleship Massachusetts, manufactured by the Beth 
hem Company, is now in position, against a 36-inch 0: 
backing, and will probably be fired at on Saturday. 
18-inch Harveyized plate, representing the remainin 
group of side armor for the battleship Oregon, mani 
factured by the Carnegie Company, has reached th 
Washington Navy Yard. It will be shipped at once 
the Proving Ground and will probably be fired at som 
time next week. 


A British Army officer in a recent lecture before th 
Military Society at Aldershot made some very sensil! 
remarks on the value of the trained soldier to the 1 
tion on his return to civil pursuits, a subject which ¥ 
have more than once discussed in the columns of t) 
Army and Navy Journal. The public are prone to fo 
get, says the officer, that money expended in the trait 
ing of the soldier, especially if the training is direct 
to making him self-reliant and resourceful, is wise] 
employed in the military interests of the nation. The 
is, moreover, another and perhaps an equally importat 
consideration to be taken into account. The benefit 4 
the nation of having a large proportion of its popu 
tion continually drafted back into civil life, with 
the qualities which go to make good citizens, develoy 
and strengthened by their military training, cannot ! 
too highly estimated. That a man can be less useful 
a fighting man or less amenable to discipline because ! 
is capable of thinking and acting for himself is a theo 
of which we should be glad to hear the last. 





In a recent speech on the Army Bstimates in 
British House of Commons a member made a stro 
argument against the system of “deferred pay,” or, 
we term it, “retained pay.”” He was quite sure, he sai 
that a good deal of that deferred pay, when it cal 
to the soldiers at the end of twelve years, was ab 
lutely wasted. When a soldier received £20 or £25! 
his hand in one sum, he never having been in possessi 
of such a large amount before, he often spent it in 
very rapid way. He thought some way ought to 
devised by which the men should not get the money 
at once, but should have it put in savings banks for 
in their future life.

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THE NEW FORAGE CAP. 

From the excellent illustration of the new Army forage 
cap, which we this week publish, the Army can judge 
how they will look when it is adopted. We question 
whether it will improve them in appearance if it does in 
comfort. It is apparently a reminiscence of the rail- 
road experience of last summer, being a cross between 
the cap used generally throughout the country by rail- 
road employees and the Navy cap. It is conspicuously 
barren of military smartness; in fact, of any military 
feature. The insignia on the front of the cap is equally 
without character. An eagle is no better than any other 
bird of prey, even though decorated with a shield and 
“B pluribus unum.” The United States coat of arms, on 
the other hand, had the board seen fit to propose it, is 
distinctly, legally and happily the National emblem, and 
therefore most suitable for a cap ornament for the ofli- 
cers of the U. S. Army. But why criticise or complain 
of the results accomplished by the board; they differ 
very little from our previous experiences. The presence 
on the board of staff and line officers, in equal propor- 
tions, was no guarantee of a favorable solution of the 
cap question, or any assurance of proper recommenda- 
tions. The opinion of a single man of correct taste in 
dress, and having experience of the needs of the service, 
is of more value than the combined and comprised 
judgments of any board. It is useless to look to a body 
so constituted for results satisfactory to the Army as a 
whole. In every regiment and corps in the Army there 
are officers whose taste and judgment, in matters of 
uniform, is conspicuously good, and others who have 
but little or no taste, and that of the worst. That a 
board composed of the latter, no matter how brilliant 
their military service, or a board composed of a mixture 
of both kinds, would accomplish anything beyond com- 
promises such as the proposed cap, is wholly improbable. 
Let Secretary Lamont pause before adopting any article 
of uniform so flagrantly un-military as the proposed 
cap, and before making a change, which will detract so 
much from the appearance of our officers, let him get a 
more correct expression of the sense of the Army, or 
what would no doubt answer as well, let him act on his 
own judgment and taste of what is necessary and prop- 
er. We shall be glad if officers will favor us with their 
opinions on the new cap, for it is after all a question 
of opinion. 


As to the report that an order has been issued at the 
U. S. Naval Academy forbidding the naval cadets, when 
in uniform, to raise their caps on meeting ladies of their 
acquaintance, we learn that there has been no new order 
issued to that effect. An order, published on April 2, by 
the Superintendent, reads as follows: “The following ex- 
tracts from the Regulations are published for the in- 
formation of officers and cadets: U. S. Navy Regula- 
tions, page 30, par. 101—The salute for all officers and 
men, in uniform or not, when not under arms, shall be 
that prescribed in the Instructions for Infaatry. Regu- 
lations for U. S. Naval Academy; Interior Discipline 
and Government, par. 193: The salute for all officers, 
cadets and men, in uniform or not, when not under arms, 
shall be that prescribed in the Instructions for Infantry. 
Instructions for Infantry and Artillery, U. 8S. Navy, 
page 18, par. 54: Bring the right forefinger to the lower 
part of the headdress above the right eye, thumb and 
fingers extended and joined, palm to the left forearm, in- 
clined at about 45 degrees, hand and wrist straight.” It 
has been customary heretofore for the cadets to raise 
their caps when meeting ladies of their acquaintance, 
but the above Regulations have existed for considerable 
time and the only doubt has been whether they should 
apply to salutes to ladies as well as to officers. The au- 
thorities have decided that the ladies are to be included, 
and the Regulations are to be strictly enforced hereafter. 
The cadet guilty of breaking this Regulation is reported 
for “Making improper salute,” for which he receives 
five demerits. ‘There is nothing to prevent a cadet from 
inclining his head or from speaking to ladies when pass- 
ing them. The only requirements being that he should 
not raise his hat, but give the Regulation salute. This 
places all the ladies at Annapolis in their rightful posi- 
tion as superior officers, of which they can hardly com- 
plain. 


In reply to a communication appearing in the Journal 
of March 9, 1895, page 460, Mr. B. S. Osbon says: 
“If ‘Marine’ desires to be correctly informed as to my 
rating while serving with Adml. Farragut, at New Or- 
jeans, he may read to his better understanding the re- 
port of Flag Officer D. G. Farragut to the Honorable 
Secretary of the Navy (No. 88), dated ‘off the city of 
New Orleans, May 6, 1862,’ commendatory of the con- 
duct of those under his command.” He says * * * * 
“and those who were around me, the Signal Officer, my 
clerk, Mr. Osbon * * * * all did their duty well.” 
“This B. S. Osborne was not enlisted as a landsman, 
nor was he a reporter, but while acting as Fleet Signal 
Oflicer was a special correspondent of the New York 
‘Herald,’ and the only artist on the spot of ‘Harper's 
Weekly,’ and feels some pride in the fact that he could 
serve his country and two leading journals at the same 
time, and win the commendation of the greatest naval 
hero of the age.” This does not touch the point at 
issue, which is as to the propriety of the assumption of 
a naval title, and the highest title at that, by a civilian. 
No organization that assumes to confer the titles belong- 
ing to military rank should receive any encouragement 
from members of the service. And we fail to see how 
uvy man who has a just respect for his own dignity 
can consent to bear such a title without warrant of law. 
He might with equal propriety call himself a Bishop, a 
Member of Congress or a Judge. 


In the “Boletin de Administracion Militar,” of March, 
18¥5, published in Madrid, we find a most appreciative 
reference to the construction and arrangement of Fort 
Sheridan. The officers’ and soldiers’ quarters, we are 
told, as well as its shady walks and lovely views, “re- 
tlect honor upon the country and Government.” Ac- 
knowledgement is made of the politeness of Gen. J. D. 
Bingham, U. S. A., and Col. J. Gilman, U. BS. A., in 
kindly welcoming the correspondent of the “Boletin” 
and facilitating his inspection of the Fort. In the same 
number of the “Boletin” is an interesting description of 
the engineering work in the construction of the new 
buildings in Chicago—showing a keen apprehension on 
the part of the editor, of the new elevators made by 
Messrs. Hale & Crane; and the improvement both in 
methods of construction and in building material neces- 
sitated by the greater height of the buildings. He speaks 
particularly of the steel columns, made by Caruegie, 
Phipps & Co., and Jones & Laughlin. It is natural that 
a resident of so mild a climate as that of Madrid should 
be impressed by the method of steam heating used in all 
our modern buildings. The excellent boilers made by 
Abendroth & Root, Babcock, Stirling, etc., and the Cor- 
liss engines and Worthington pumps have been intelli- 
gently and clearly described. 


The editor of the Doylestown (Pa.) “Daily Demo- 
crat,” W. W. H. Davis, who is a soldier of the Mexican 
War and of the Rebellion, is striving to convince the 
Tlennsylvania Quakers of the value of wilitary drill 
for school children, the “Society of Friends” having 
protested against it. General Davis says: “We can- 
not see how the intreduction of a little military ex- 
ercise into the public schools would tend ‘to undervalue 
the services of those in the peaceful walks of life.’ We 
think the ‘Yearly Meeting of the Friends of Philadel- 
phia’ have taken a wrong view of the question, and 
especially of the demoralizing effect the drill would have. 
It would, we believe, raise the standard of patriotism, 
and increase public virtue.’”’ Mortimer D. Leggitt, Maj, 
Gen. of Volunteers, from Ohio, who is the son of Quaker 
parents, entered the Volunteer Army as a private, and 
left it with the highest attainable rank. During the 
time of his absence in the field he had constant cor- 
respondence with his family, but not once did his father 
allude to the war, or the fact that his son was winning 
distinction in the field. This shows how strong the anti- 
military sentiment of the Friends is. Perhaps Gen. 
Davis may be able to convert them. Who knows? He 
has tackled many a hard job before this. 


Naval Cadets E. L. Bisset, E. H. Campbell and G. 
L. Holsinger were among the passengers from Japan by 
the P. M. 8S. S. Peru. They left the Baltimore at Na- 
gaski, to reach Annapolis May 13 for examination, and 
report all well. A dozen more cadets will follow by the 
next steamer. The last year of the ship's cruise has 
been made very monotonous and tiresome by the one- 
sided war between China and Japan, which has limited 
the movements of the Baltimore to a few ports, prin- 
cipally Chemulpo and Che-Foo.. The wives of the offi- 
cers who are on the Asiatic Station have remained in 
Japan, and have seen very little of their husbands. 
Capt. G. F. Elliott and his marines were preparing to 
move from Tien Tsin, where they wintered, to Pekin 
for defense of the American Legation, and Lieut. New- 
man, U. 8S. M. C., wwith a guard from the Charleston, 
was continuing at the Legation at Seoul, Corea, for 
the same purpose. 


A concert is to be given at the Hotel Waldorf, New 
York, Tuesday, April 23, at 3 P. M., for the benefit 
of St. John’s Episcopal Church, Fort Hamilton, New 
York Harbor. Miss Vanderpoel, who is the originator 
und chief factor in this enterprise, hopes that this will 
be the last of her appeals to public favor for aid in 
this worthy object, and that she will soon be able to 
pui the historical old church on a firmer and better basis 
in every respect. 


Now that a treaty of peace has been signed by the 
warring powers of the Orient, the Navy Department 
will soon take steps looking to the return to the United 
States of a number of enlisted men whose terms of en- 
listment will expire during the coming summer. There 
is good reason to believe that one of the cruisers—prob- 
ably the Baltimore—will be directed to bring these mén 
home. There is no intention on the part of the authori- 
ties to reduce the number of vessels on the Asiatic Sta- 
tion, On the contrary, it is the intention to augment 
this squadron from time to time as the new ships are 
placed in commission. It is definitely settled that the 
men must come home, and that to save expense they 
must be returned on board a United States man-of-war. 
A proposition pending before the Department is to send 
out a new supply of men in the Marion, now at Mare 
Island, and order her to bring back the men whose terns 
of enlistment are up. Another proposition contemplates 
the dispatch of one of the new cruisers from the Pacific 
Coast for a regular cruise in Asiatic waters to take the 
place of the Baltimore or whatéver ship may be decided 
upon to order home. 

“Le Courrier Des Etats Unis,” of New York, gives 
the French view of the international question involved 
in the arrest and imprisonment of Mr. Waller, formerly 
United States Consul at Tamatave, and an American 
citizen of African descent. “Le Courrier” says: “The 
judges of the court martial sentenced Mr. Waller on 
March 18. He was not arraigned on general charges, 
but was accused of a specific criminal act. He had in- 
formed the Hovas of an attack which the French troops 
were to make on March 2 upon the village of Sohamafy. 
As a consequence, the detachment of marine infantry 
which was to storm that portion found a resistance 
more serious than was expected. Such is the thing for 
which Mr. Waller has been sentenced. He deserved to 
Le shot; it is out of regard for the United States that 
his life was spared. If it be true that the American 
gunboat Castine is to proceed soon to Tamatave, on 
account of the Waller affair, her commander will be 
able to ascertain the regard, somewhat excessive, which 
I'rench officers show toward a spy, when this one can 
proclaim himself a citizen of a friendly nation.” 


A recent writer on the affairs of China and Japan, 
Mr. Norman, says: “Not in one instance has the offi- 
cial report by the responsible Japanese Commander 
been shown to deviate by a bair’s breadth from the exact 
truth, so far as he could possibly know it. All Japanese 
statistics are compiled with more than German detail 
avd scrupulousness; every Japanese soldier wears a 
metal disk slung round his neck for the purpose of identi- 
fication, and the most minute incident of every action 
either has been or will be published when the history 
of the war comes to be written. Touching this mat- 
ter, it appears that a friend at the centre of affairs in 
Jupan wrote to Mr. Norman as follows: ‘It has always 
to be remembered in judging between Chinese and 
Japanese accounts that the former emanate from private 
and irresponsible sources, the latter from official ones. 
The salient features of every fight are reported by the 
Japanese Admiral or General in command, and the re- 
port is published by the Government. Any willful per- 
version of facts would involve a court martial for the 
officer, and would bring the political house about the 
Government’s ears.’ ”’ 


In a private letter an officer of the Army says: 
“Doubtless some of the echoes of the Chicago strife 
which were not made public reached your ears. There 
certainly were marked differences of opinion among 
military men as to what the Army did and did not 
do, and I do not intend to state them, much less to try 
to settle them. It is, however, quite within the truth 
to say that it will not be wise, or even safe, to repeat 
many times just the same method of dealing with mobs 
bent on arson, robbery and murder. The officer on the 
spot, whatever his rank, must decide what to do, and 
there must be no division of the enemy into the anti- 
National and anti-State or city enemies, such as, ap- 
parently of necessity under the law, existed here last 
summer. That the General in command and his sub- 
ordinates achieved so much so promptly under such 
ci1cumstances speaks volumes for all concerned.” 


In a case before a Paris court, in which a popular 
actress has had to appear as a witness, the Judge asked 
her her age before she had been sworn. “How old are 
you, madam?” he said. After a little hesitation, the 
lady owned to being 29 years of age. “And now that 
you have told the court your age,” continued the gallant 
Judge, “you swear to tell the truth, the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth.” It may relieve other ladies 
in a like predicament to know that all that is required 
of them is to swear that they are 21 years old and up- 
wards; that is, unless they are prepared to make oath 
that they are even younger. 

Rear Adm]. Meade appears to be involved in difhculty 
with the Department of State. The trouble arose as the 
result of the alleged action of the Rear Admiral in 
calling to account the United States Consul, at Curacoa, 
West Indies, for some wrong he thought that official 
had done his command. The Consul complained to As- 
sistant Secretary Uhl, who has charge of Consular af- 
fairs. He inclosed the communication to the Navy De- 
partment, and Secretary Herbert wrote a letter to the 
Rear Admiral calling his attention to the subject.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


A dispatch from Booth Bay Harbor, Me., says the 
Ammen ram Katahdin was tested in the harbor April 
1%, and showed wonderful speed over the mile course, 
and much agility in manceuvring. 

Vice Adml. Bernard, in addressing the French Cham- 
bers, declared that the French Northern Squadron is 
“the most homogeneous and the most dangerous division 
that could be met at sea. The enemy,” added the Ad- 
miral, “who should engage these ships, having himself 
others of great length, with wide-turning circles, would, 
I do not hesitate to say, be lost, for the ram is still the 
most powerful arm that has ever been invented.” 

A talented Italian Naval officer and historian. who 
writes under the nomme de plume of “Jack la Bolina.” 
holds that land-locked waters, like the Mediterranean 
and Carribean Seas, do more to educate Naval officers 
for war than the wide expanse of the ocean, the sud- 
denness of change in the weather along the shores, the 
relative proximity of the coast and the nastiness of the 
gales trying the power and endurance of officers and 
men to the utmost. 

Germany has lost six cruisers from the effective list of 
her Navy since 1885, and has acquired but four. In the 
Reichstag Vice Adm]. Hollmann is reported to have de- 
clared that Germany, which ten years ago was equal or 
superior to European States and America as regarded 
the equipment of her Navy, was now “glad to be on an 
equality with the Argentine Republic.” Emperor Wil- 
helm recently declared that whereas England has 118 
armored and protected cruisers, France 51, Russia 12, 
and Italy 18, Germany possesses but 4—the Irene, Prin- 
zess Wilhelm, Kaiserin Augusta and Gefion. 


The sailors of the Spanish Fleet have unanimously 
agreed to contribute a day’s pay to the relief of the 
families of the men lost on the cruiser Reina Regeyte. 

Chief Engrs. Ayres, Ralph Aston and Charles I.

U. 8S. F. S. SAN FRANCISCO, 2d RATE, 
Corfu, Greece, March 27, 1895. 

The San Francisco after leaving Alexandria, proceeded 
to the Damietta mouth of the Nile, where target prac- 
tice was held. After target practice was finished we 
went to Jaffa, arriving on the afternoon of the 9th. The 
town lies upon the open sea and has no harbor, and it 
is only in pleasant weather that a vessel can lie within 
a mile of the shore. During the 9th and 10th there was 
such a heavy sea that no communication could be held 
with the shore. On the morning of the 11th, however, 
the sea went down and Cook’s representative came 
aboard and made arrangements to take a party of offi- 
cers and men to Jerusalem the same afternoon. 

On the morning of the 12th a target was anchored 300 
yards from the ship, and sub-caliber practice with both 
main and secondary batteries commenced. The practice 
continued the entire day, all of the crew being exer- 
cised, and great improvement was made. Sub-caliber 
practice is a very efficient method of training the gun 
crews; it can be conducted in port where the regular 
practice could not be held, and the cost of ammunition 
is small. It does not, of course, take the place of the 
regular practice, but is simply a preliminary practice to 
prepare the crews for the more important practice which 
follows. 

On the afternoon of the 13th we left Jaffa for Pei- 
raeus, arriving at the latter place on the afternoon of 
the 16th. Peiraeus is only six miles from Athens, so 
every one had an opportunity to see Athens and the 
Acropolis. 

During the afternoon of the 18th Mr. Alexander (the 
American Minister to Greece and Roumania), Mrs. 
Alexander, Miss Alexander, Miss Harrison, of New 
York, who is visiting Mrs. Alexander; Miss Onoo, the 
daughter of the Russian Minister; Baroness Fessen, the 
wife of the German Minister, and Miss Edgerton, niece 
of the British Minister, visited the ship. The Admiral 
entertained the party in the cabin. The band played 
during the afternoon, and an impromptu hop was or- 
ganized, which proved to be very enjoyable. In the 
evening the Captain and a party of officers dined with 
the American Minister at his home in Athens. 

During the forenoon of the 19th the Admiral, Captain 
und a party of officers were given an audience by His 
Majesty the King of Greece, at the Royal Palace at 
Athens. 

During the afternoon the King and Queen, the Crown 
Princess, the Princess Royal and the King’s Naval Aide- 
de-Camp visited the flagship. The ship was “full 
dressed,” and when the royal party appeared in sight 
the rail was manned, and as the boat came alongside 
three cheers were given. All of the officers were assem- 
bled on the quarter-deck in special full dress, and the 
royal party was received at the gangway by the Admiral, 
the Captain and the Admiral’s staff. After the cus- 
tomary salutes and ceremonies were over the Admiral 
conducted the party to his cabin, where the officers of 
the ship were presented to Her Majesty Queen Olga. 
The King was very much interested in everything con- 
nected with the ship, and made a thorough inspection of 
the entire ship. The party remained aboard nearly two 
hours, and when they left the same ceremonies were ob- 
served as at their arrival. 

The ship left Peiraeus during the morning of the 20th 
for Corfu, arriving at the latter place on the morning 
of the 22d. The ship will remain at Corfu until the 
“Sth, the entire time being devoted to target practice and 
drills. Four targets have been erected on Quarantine 
Island, and the small-arm target practice is carried on 
every day.

NAVAL RECEPTION AT HONOL ULU. 


The Hawaiian “Star” of April 3 says: “The flagship 
Philadelphia Tuesday night was like a palace in gala 
dress.

Its features were 
mznifold and altogether pleasing. The gallant officers 
hud exerted themselves to provide entertainment for 
their guests and were thoroughly successful. The danc- 
ing began quite early and continued till after midnight. 
The band was at its best. The guests were met at the 
landing. Both launches and cutters in tow were used 
in crossing the harbor to the great white cruiser that sat 
ut anchor quite as a stone mansion. Every attention 
was given to the visitors on and after arrival. ‘The re- 
ceiving party, including Minister Willis, Adml. Beards- 
lee and Capt. Cotton, and ladies occupied a spacious 
nook handsomely ornamented.

Refreshments were 
served below and consisted of little less than a ban- 
quet. ‘The decorations deserve more than passing men- 
tion. Flags of all nations, the greens and blossoms of 
Hawaii, my riads of sparkling electric lights and pretty 
pieces of war’s munitions were most effectively arranged. 
It was all very novel and artistic. There was an are 
with the word “Aloha” in letters of incandescent lamps. 
Behind this was a fan of swords. In front was a field 
with a golden pheasant mounted in a natural attitude. 
It was all bewildering to the landspeople. The beauty 
of the scene had barely more than the pleasing sugges- 
tion of being aboard ship. The fortunate guests in- 
cluded the wealth and youth and beauty of the city. 
It was quite a dressy function, and some of the ladies 
were magnificently gowned. There was ample enter- 
tuinment aside from dancing and the smoking room. 
‘The canvas walls could be pushed aside, disclosing the 
Tacific with moonbeams silver tinting her surface, the 
distant hills bathed in soft light, the sleeping town, 
and bringing to the ears the symphony of band music, 
merry laughter and the dash and roar of the swell upon 
the reef. 


PRESENTATION TO REAR ADMIRAL ERBEN. 

On Wednesday, April 10, three chief petty officers. 
representing the crew of the U. 8S. S. Chicago, waited 
upon Rear Adml. Henry Erben, U. 8S. N., at the Park 
Avenue Hotel, New York City, and presented him with 
a souvenir from the men of the cruiser, commemorating 
their recent cruise together on the European station dur- 
ing the time that Admiral Erben was commander-in- 
chief. While the Chicago was in English waters, at 
Gravesend, Mr. Henry Irving, with a party of friends, 
visited the ship, and he received an ovation from the 
members of the crew then on board. Loud and lusty 
cheering followed him, upon his departure, as he was 
conveyed ashore in the steam launch. That the incident 
was a surprise and pleasure to him was manifested a 
short time afterward, when, in rememprance of the visit, 
he sent as a present to the crew a large and handsomely 
framed cartoon, drawn by Mr. Thomas Nast, upon the 


mount- ys of which the eminent actor had inscribed 


the words: To eye Crew of the United —— vaome 
Chicago, I beg o precent this work of my riend, 
Thomas Sheet HE RY IRVING, 4 July, 1894.” 


The cartoon is an original drawing by Mr. Nast, and 
symbolises the friendly feelings which American and 
English naval seamen entertain for each other. 

During the remaining part of the Chicago’s cruise the 
cartoon was hung on the un-deck, When the Chicago 
returned to the New York Navy Yard, to go out of com- 
mission, the “old hands” of the cruiser held a meeting 
to decide upon a permanent abiding place for Mr. Iry- 
ing’s gift. There was no contrary opinion expressed 
when it was suggested that the most appropriate custo- 
dian would be Adml. Erben; and, accordingly, it was 
presented to him on Wednesday last. The Admiral was 
delighted with the gift, and with the idea which asso- 
ciated him so pleasantly with it and with the cruise, and 
for the compliment paid him by the men of his old flag- 
ship. In a letter referring to the presentation, the Ad- 
miral writes: “It shall be kept in my family as a re- 
minder of one of the most pleasant events of the whole 
cruise. I remember so well the Sunday at Gravesend 
when the men gave Mr. Irving such a reception, cheering 
him as he left the ship.”

The whole world wants the Nicaragua Canal con- 
structed, and if it is completed the United States will 
receive more benefit than any other part of the world, 
and we will take care of the canal afterward. 

You are a young man attached to the great Navy of 
the United States, and Secretary Herbert shows great 
wisdom in sending you as one of the experts, and | 
hope that you will have a pleasant journey and be able 
to-make a satisfactory examination of the proposed 
canal site.

AMERICAN ORIGIN OF 

Mr. George N. Arnison, Jr., editor of the “Engineer's 
Gazette,” in the course of a lecture delivered recently 
at the Marine Engineers’ Institute, Sunderland, mg 
land, gave chief attention to descriptions of the U. 
cruisers Columbia and Minneapolis. He presented 4... 
some interesting facts regarding triple screw  propul- 
sion. Multiple screw propulsion, observed Mr. Arnison, 
was first adopted in the “tin clads” which were built 
for service in the Mississippi during the American war. 
‘These vessels had four screw propellers. Some vessels 
having the same number of propellers had been built in 
the United Kingdom for canal and ferry traffic. About 
twenty years ago in the Russian circular gunboats six 
screw propellers were fitted. The Czar's yacht Livadia, 
now the transport Opit, was probably the first triple 
screw propelled vessel. To France, however, comes the 
honor of carrying out experiments ‘with three propellers 
in conjunction with a suitably designed hull. The 
trials with the Carpe lasted from June, 1884, to Novem- 
ber, 1885, and the results obtained as regards the best 
positions for three propellers have no doubt influenced 
all subsequent designs. The Italian Navy was next to 
adopt triple screw propulsion, although in the first ves- 
sel so fitted, the Eri oli, the machinery was supplied 
by a Tyneside firm. In this vessel triple screws proved 
most successful, and six other vessels of the same type 
have also been built in Italy. The first large triple 
screw warship to be completed was the Kaiserin Au- 
gusta, of the German Navy, w hic h in September, 1892, 
uttained a mean speed of nearly 21 knots.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 
STATUS OF MAJOR IN THE N. Y. GUARD. 


In respouse to a number of questions submitted by 
Maj. Charles H. Tuscomb, 13th Regiment, as to the 
exact rights of a Major in the regiment in connection 
with the management of affairs in battalions, Adjt. 
MecAlpin has forwarded the following ruling: Under 
the laws and regulations the Colonel is the supreme 
head of the regiment, and Majors commanding bat- 
talions are practically drill officers, commanding their 
battalions on drill when their battalions are ordered to 
drill by. the Colonel, and also commanding them upon 
oceasions of regimental drills, parades or active duty 
uuder the Colonel. When a battalion is detached from 
a regiment, then the Major has the supreme command 
over it. The battalion in regiments is not a permanent 
organization. General Orders No. 11, 1893, prescribes 
how a regiment commander shall, in the first instance, 
form his battalion; after that, he may transfer com 
panies from one battalion to another for good and sufli- 
cient reason, which fact he is simply required to re- 
pert to his Brigade Commander and to the Adjutant 
General. 

Majors are not elected by the vote of the officers 
ot a battalion only, but by votes of the entire field and 
line officers of the regiment. The senior officer is as- 
signed by the Colonel to the command of the first bat- 
talion, the junior to the command of the second. If 
the senior Major resigns, the junior becomes the senior 
Major, his battalion becomes the first, or has the right 
of line in regimental formation, and the former first 
becomes the second in line. 

It is prescribed that all administrative duties are to 
be performed by the Regimental Commander; all en- 
listments are approved by him, all orders issued by him, 
and all non-commissioned staff officers appointed by him. 
The duties of a Major in a battalion are simply limited 
to command the same on drills and parade, and perform- 
ing such other duties as the Colonel prescribes. No- 
where is authority given them to issue orders to the 
battalion; they are simply to obey such rules as they 
may receive. In no sense are they independent com- 
manders, nor are they held to accountability for public 
property. They are also commissioned as Majors of 
such organization, not as Major of such a battalion in 
such a regiment.

tulion on Friday evening, April 5, 1895, under command of 
Maj. Fredk. L. Holmes, The battalion was equalized, or 
more properly speaking, reduced to five commands of 12 
files, a large number of men being excused from drill. In 
view of the fact that so many men have to be excused from 
drill for lack of room to properly handle them, it seems 
a much better plan would be to haye each battalion drill on 
two separate evenings, say, three companies one evening 
and two on another evening. Each company could then pa- 
rade its full strength; the men would all receive the benefit 
of instruction jn the school of the battalion, particularly 
some of the lieutenants, who seem to need more oppor- 
tunities to command jn battalion drills, The battalion for- 
mation was yery pees. each company coming on the line 
in good shape, although three of the fiye companies were 
without captains, who evidently took more interest in the 
dinner at the Bedford Riding Club than in the battalion 
drill. The drill in general was not a fair specimen of 
what is generally seen in the 23d, but it may partly be at- 
tributed to the fact that, as noted above, ~ Aon companies 
were commanded by lieutenants who were evidently taken 
unawares, but that is no excuse, for an officer should at 
all times be prepared for anything. Change front on first 











company was pery well executed, the echelon march of the 
companies being particularly fine. The ployments into close 
column were very g ; also the deployments into line. ex- 
cept on one occasion when eer column in double time 
the rear companies moyed in an oblique direction.to their 
places in line, instead of moving on a line parallel to the 
front of the battalion until opposite their places in line. 
Left front into line from column of companies was very 
good; also the same movement faced to the rear. In mwarch- 
ing in column of fours the command was given close col- 
umn, first company column left, the first company changed 
direction to the left and moved forward the prescribed 12 
paces in the new direction, but its captain gave the com- 
mand fours left instead of fours right and every other com- 
pany commander did the same, and the result was the col- 
umn was faced to the rear, with the rear company in front. 
it looked very much as if the commandants of the rear com- 
pany depended more on the captain of the leading company 
than on their tactical knowledge; the second time, however, 
the movement was a success. Change direction by the left 
flank was very good except the second company, which took 
too much distance, and consequently the distances between 
the companies were not unform after the movement was 
completed. Another thing noted im connection with this 
particular movement was that as soon as the major gave 
the command change direction by the left flank, the cap- 
tains gave the command fours left before he (the major) 
had time to add fours left to the first command; there is 
such a thing as being too quick. It was also noted in this 
battalion, as well as in Maj. Case’s battalion, the captains 
do not step back two paces as prescribed before command- 
ing right or left dress. If the company officers would look 
after the minor details a little closer it would contribute 
largely to the successful execution of movements in the 
school of the battalion. In giving a general alignment it was 
noticed that in the fourth company the men moved up to 
the guides at the command of their captain, which is cor- 
rect, but in the other companies, the instant the command 
was given on the center dress, the men moved forward 
without waiting for the commands from their captains. The 
march in column of fours was very good, the distances be- 
ing well preserved, the alignments of the fours perfect, as 
was also the alignments when marching in column of com- 
panies, or the battalion marching in line. Closing intervals 
on fifth company while marching by the flank of sub-di- 
visions was very good except when the command halt was 
given, one company which had not arrived abreast of the 
others halted also, which made the columns appear some- 
what ragged. The men were very steady and attentive. 
The manual was executed in a manner that was highly com- 
mendable. The major promptly corrected every error that 
occurred, and that nothing escaped his notice goes without 
saying, for his long experience as inspector of drills at the 
State Camp has made him an excellent and efficient in- 
structor. 


47th N. Y.—COL. EDDY. 


The Ist Battalion, Cos. B, F, G and I, drilled in the school 
of the battalion on Tuesday evening, April 9, 1895, under 
command of Maj. Eddy. The battalion was equalized in 
three commands of 24 files, for the purpose of executing 
movements. The captain of the third company 
gave the command fours left too late and somewhat marred 
what would otherwise have been a perfect formation. The 
men looked well and soldierly, and were as usual attentive 
and steady. The manual, which preceded the battalion move- 
ments, was very creditably executed. In forming line by 
two movements faced the rear, the first company executed 
fours right, when the command was fours left, otherwise 
the movement was perfect. In forming line of platoon col- 
umns from battalion line, by executing by. platoons, the 
chiefs of platoons were somewhat slow in getting in front 
of their platoons, and some of the platoons did not wait 
until the chiefs had given the command march, before they 
stepped off. Reforming line by executing form company 
left oblique was very good, although the commands of the 
lieutenants lacked snap. In forming front into line from 
column of platoons, the rear companies obliqued until oppo- 
site their places in line, instead of executing column half 
left until opposite their point of rest and then changing di- 
rection half right, and when at platoon distance from the 
line, the captain should give the command form company 
left oblique. On left into line of platoon columns very 
good; also on left into line both from column of platoons 
and fours. One thing must be remarked, and that is, the 
guides are always very prompt in coming on the line, which 
gives evidence that they are well instructed in their duties 
in battalion movements. The street column formation was 
very creditably executed; also the subsequent formation in- 
to column of fours. The errors and mistakes that occurred 
may be excused when it is taken into consideration that 
this is the first drill in platoon movements that they have 
had since their last tour of duty in camp in 1893, and the 
fact that there are a number of new officers in the regiment 
who have never had an opportunity to command before. 


MASSACHUSETTS. 

The recent inspection of the Ist Regt., Col. Mathews, at 
its armory, is the best on record, and the command deserves 
great credit for the showing made. The actual percentage, 
which is compute on an enrollment of 701 and attendance

NEW JERSEY. 


Adj. Gen. Stryker, of New Jersey, in recent orders, pub- 
lishes a number of amendments to the military laws of the 
State, approved March 28, 1895, among which is one pro- 
viding that there shall be allowed four companies of colored 
infantry, one each to be stationed at Camden, Trenton, 
Newark and Jersey City; that all Surgeons and Assistant 
Surgeons and Hospital Stewards shall be under the control 
of the Surgeon General, and that the brigade hospital and 
ambulance corps, now attached to the headquarters shall 
be consolidated into one, as the hospital and ambulance 
corps, and shall be under the direction and control of the 
Surgeon General. Non-commissioned officers of the corps 
shall rank as sergeants, and any regular graduate of medi- 
cine or pharmacy, or student of medicine or pharmacy, en- 
listed in the said corps, may be warranted as a sergeant 
and designated as a medical cadet. There shall be attached 
to each brigade a signal and telegraph corps. The uniform 
and equipments of the signal corps shall be the same as 
prescribed for the signal corps of the U. 8. Army, and the 
drill regulations for signal corps of the U. 8S. Army shall 
be the drill regulations governing the signal corps of this 
State. The uniform or insignia of rank prescribed for 
the officers of the National Guard of New Jersey, shall be 
worn only by persons entitled thereto by commission under 
the laws of this State or of the United States, or of an- 
other State of the United States; provided, any honorab! 
discharged officer may wear upon public occasions the uni- 
form and insignia of rank to which his commission entitled 
him while in service; any person violating this section shall 
be liable to a fine of $500 on complaint of any officer of the 
National Guard. 


PENNSYLVANIA, 

Orders have been issued by Maj. Brazer, State Fencibles 
Battalion, for an election to be held April 28, to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resignation of Capt. J. Harry Mil- 
bauer, of Co, A. It is generally understood that ist Lieut. 


C. H. Rebesher will be unanimously chosen to fill the va- 
cancy. 

Ist Lieut. and Q. M. John D. Worman, of the State Fenci- 
bles Battalion, has resigned from the Guard, and will be 
succeeded by Lieut. BE. W. Packer. Lieut. Worman Is at 
present the oldest living member of the battalion, both in 
point of service and in years, having first enlisted In that 
organization in 1859. During the war he served in the 72 
Regt. Pennsylvania Volunteers and the 3d U. S. Cavalry. 
During the various Indian campaigns, from 1869 to 1879, he 
was a member of the 9th Regt. Infantry, U. 8S. A. His first 
commission was secured while serving in the 2d Regt., N. 
G. P., during the riots of 1877, whilst in the service of the 
United States. 

Nothing has been talked about among the Guardsmen 
during the past week so much as whether the Pennsylvanians 
will have the usual summer encampment this year. It has 
all been caused by the fact that last week a conference was 
held at Harrisburg to discuss the advisability of cutting 
down appropriations for the coming year, while among 
those to Be entirely stricken out it was decided to include 
that for the National Guard. Should this intention be car. 
ried out it would mean no encampment for the State troops 
this summer, and would prove a great disappointment to 
many of those who give their time and attention during 
the entire year to making themselves proficient in the duties 
of a soldier. Again, while the Guard is organized on much 
too strong a basis to be materially affect by the less of 
one summer’s encampment, yet it would be found that en- 
listments would not be so plentiful, as has been the ex. 
perience for a number of years past, nor would the winter 
work be entered upon with quite the same vim and desire 
to learn on the part of the men. Another question seems 
to erise in this connection, whether it will not require a 
special act of the legislature to lawfully withhold the ap- 
propriation from the National Guard, in view of the fact 
that the Military Code of Pennsylvania specifically provides 
for an encampment of the Guard to be held every year, of 
from five to 14 days’ duration. This will be a question for 
the Attorney General. Should his decision prove favorable, 
it is expected that the Ist ym will go into camp from 
July 6 to 13, and the 2d and 3d Brigades from Aug. 3 to 10. 


SOUTH DAKOTA. 


Owing to the failure of the legislature of South Dakota 
to make any provision for the National Guard for the next 
two years, it becomes a serious question as to whether a 
portion at ieast of it will not be disbanded. Adj. Gen. 
Silsby, on April 8, sent a communication to the several com- 
manding officers of the Guard in which he said: “After 
June 31, 1895, all appropriations for the various depart- 
ments, including field and staff officers, as well as each 
company in the Guard, will cease, except for the depart- 
ment of the quartermaster general, for which a small ap- 

ropriation was made. This leaves but two courses open 

‘or us to pursue, one of which must be adopted, to wit.: 
Actual disbandment, or a continuation on the basis of each 
company a all its incidental expenses, including ar- 
mory rent, etc. If it is decided to continue, each company 
will be required to make regular reports, as heretofore, and 
the quartermaster eee will continue to supply equip- 
ments, ordnance and clothing, as our supply from the gen- 
eral government would then be continued. Each com- 
pany commander is directed to at once lay this matter be- 
fore his command, and report to these headquarters, at the 
earliest moment possible, which it sball be, disbandment 
or a continuation under the new conditions. We feel con- 
fident that should the various companies, or any portion of 
them, elect to continue their organization, the various heads 
of departments and the field and staff officers will gladly 
serve in their various positions and without pay. indly 
present the matter to your command in its true light, and 
advise at once of the conclusions reached.”’ 


WISCONSIN. 


Adj. Gen. Charles King directs, under date of April 8 
that company commanders replace the old convex button 
with plain rim, or the U. S. Army pattern button where in 
use, with the new regulation pattern button both on uni- 
form coats and overcoats. This change must be made prior

LESSONS OF THE YALU. 


The London “Engineer” says: ‘“‘The importance of the 
questions raised in letters from Lieut. Comdr. W. H. Emory, 
which we published in our columns a fortnight since, can 
scarcely be overestimated. The deductions which he draws 
from a personal examination of several of the injured ves- 
sels after the battle of Yalu (he having been close to the 
scene of action during the engagement) are of multifold 
character.” One of the lessons to which attention was 
called by Capt. Emory was the danger from inflammable 
woodwork, and he has published the results thus far of 
the inquiry as to a possible substitute. Capt. Emory says: 
“During the big duel many of the ships engaged were al- 
most constantly on fire in places where there was wood- 
work. Besides, splinters were flying about injuring and 
otherwise impairing the usefulness of the crews. The rain 
of shells from the rapid-fire guns was incessant, and the 
effect terrific. No sooner would a fire in one part of a 
ship be extinguished than another would break out else- 
where. Some of the guns were necessarily abandoned at 
times, and the gunners sent to fight the flames. Not in- 
frequently fires were raging in many parts of a ship at 
the same time. Then the batteries were in a measure de- 
serted and the men engaged with the foe on board. Added 
te the flames was the smoke, which partly blinded the gun- 
ners and prevented accurate aiming.” 

The “Engineer” says: ‘“‘We have, indeed, ventured the 
opinion—an ——- borne out by the utterances of many 
naval and military experts, some of whom witnessed the 
fighting—that it was the 45 Elswick quick-firers which gave 
to the Japanese war vessels so decided a superiority—in- 
dependently, of course, of the ‘courage, high professional 
knowledge, and fierce fighting spirit’ attributed by Capt. 
Emory to the sailors of Japan. But it has remained for 
this officer most emphatically to point out the absolute 
importance of additional shelter for the crews of our Fans, 
if the ‘quick-firer’ is to be essentially the weapon of the 
future, not only for the secondary, but in many instances 
for the primary armament of our battleships and cruisers. 
He writes thus: ‘Given favorable conditions, more espe- 
cially accurate aiming by the captains of these guns, and 


it follows that the main battery of an enemy's —— can- 
not be efficiently worked unless the crews are well pro- 
tected by heavy shields which completely cover them. Men 


at guns in the open, or — screened from fire, 
could not live if they remain at their stations. .. . 
The crews would be quickly swept away by well-direct 

shells from an enemy's rapid-fire guns.’ The heavy guns 
of the Baltimore and Petrel are spoken of, and it is said 
that the crews would be quickly swept away by well-di- 
rected shells from an enemy's rapid-fire guns. On neither 
of these re are the protective shields sufficiently large 
to shelter all members of the crews, and most of the men 
would be exposed to such “pagers as to render impossible 
effective work. The result of the firing described was much 
more noticeable on the Chinese vessels. The Japanese kept 
at long range and raked the decks of their enemy with an 
almost incessant rain of shell from their quick-firing rifles. 
Another officer wrote as follows: ‘I saw something of the 


effect of the modern shell-fire on the cruiser of the period 
at the battle at the Yalu River's mouth. The Akag was 
hit several times by 8-inch shells of the Vavasseur-Palliser 


yattern. One of these fired from the Chinese cruiser Chen- 
ruen tore off nearly one-half the iron and steel port quar- 
ter of the Akagi, killed Capt. Sakamato, her commander, 
and killed and wounded a dozen more officers and men. A 
second shell from a 200-pounder made a hole 8 feet in diam- 
eter in the side of the Akitsusu. Had the service of the 
Chinese great guns been equal to that of the Japanese, the 
Akagi, the Hashidato and Matsushima must have been 
sunk.’ The Japanese fire was terribly accurate and deadly. 


The Chinese ship Chen-Yuen was hit nearly 100 times. 
Nothing was left above water of her. Of her crew, 460 
strong, over 350 were killed or died of wounds. All this 


was from the fire of 6-inch and &inch rifles at a distance 
of from 1,000 to 1,600 yards. The Chinese had the heaviest 
ships at Yalu, but the Japanese outmanoeuvred them and 
outfought them. Man for man and ship for ship, my pro- 
fessional opinion is that the Japanese commanders sare 
equal to any in Europe. They have courage, a high pro- 
fessional knowledge and a fierce fighting spirit that noth- 
ing daunts.’ "
